AN ORDER TO FIU , 
Due to the improbability of a Supreme Court ap­ 
pointment being made before the close of the present 
year, there is no tension In the subject at present. It 
is possible to ruminate over the possibilities of an 
appointment well in advance of the event. 
To maintain, or rather to reestablish, some sort of 
geographical 
balance in 
the eourt, the appointee 
should come from the west, which ls represented at 
present, only by Justice Butler. 
Due to the President’s diatribes against elderly 
Justices, the appointee’s age probably will be much 
Jess thiin that of the three great Jurists of modern 
times 
when 
they 
were 
appointed—Chief 
Justice 
Hughes who was 67, the late Jur,tlee Holmes who was 
62, and the late Justice Oardozo, who was 61. 
It is unlikely the appointee will be a Republican, 
though there exists ample precedent (or choosing 
a 
new Justice from the opposition party. 
Whichever 
party the appointee supports, he will need to profess 
enthusiasm for the new deal method of government. 
Thus, the specifications are for a middle aged man 
with more than ordinary prestige In the law, who ls 
enthusiastic about the new deal and lives west of the 
Mississippi river. This may be a bigger order than 
the good five cent cigar which the late Chief Justice 
Marshall said the country needed.

It will be noticed that all of

When one asks why there should 
be a vitamin B deficiency in mid­ 
dle age, the answers are several. 
In the first place, the chief source 
of vitamin B in the food is in 
yeast, whole wheat bread, cereals, 
liver and kidneys—the concentra­ 
tion of the vitamin being in the 
order named. Now- it Ls a matter 
of ordinary 
observation 
that 
in 
middle age, people tend to give up 
eating cereal arid bread and many 
dislike liver and kidneys so much 


they never eat them. So it i 
possible there Ls a normal da 
deficiency of the 
vitamins.

Millions of dollars went 
into repairing the damage caused by German shells 
during the World war. When the Armistice was 
signed in 1918, it was believed impossible that the 
magnificent structure could ever be restored to its 


former glory. Huge gaps in the roof, tons of debris 
in the interior and blasted columns and buttresses 
made the task a formidable one. But ample funds 
and careful workmanship accomplished the task 
and today Rheims cathedral Is once more the archi­ 
tectural gem it was before the war, a classic ex­ 
ample of the Gothic style..
